In the 1950 race for seats in the 82nd Congress, 75 
Senatorial candidates for 36 seats reported spending 
$915,475; Republicans $560 ,935; Democrats, $349,903. 
Eight hundred and eight candidates for 437 House seats 
(including two delegate seats) reported combined spend- 
ing of $1,861,789: Republicans $961,815; Democrats 
$870,144. 


In the 1948 race for seats in the 81st Congress, a 
Presidential election year, 48 Senatorial candidates for 
33 seats reported spending $653,949.58, as compared 
with $723,206 spent by 66 candidates for 35 seats in the 
1952 Senatorial campaign, also during a Presidential 
election year. Six hundred eighteen House candidates 
in 1948 reported total expenditures of $1,324,746, and 
870 House candidates reported spending $1,916,750.62 
in 1952, 


COST OF SENATE SEAT 


Senatorial seats have traditionally been at a pre- 
mium, they being fewer and more sought after. The 
advantages the seats have are a longer term than other 
elective positions (six years as compared to two for 
House members) and a nebulous quality called prestige. 


How much, then, does a Senatorial seat cost? The 
average candidate reported spending $10,957.57 in the 
1952 general election (66 candidates reporting, divided 
$723,206, the total amount of expenditures reported). 
Only 16 of the 35 races reported expenditures high 
enough to rate a place among the top ten most expensive 
House races. Six of the campaigns cost more than the 


costliest race reported among the Congressmen ($33,106. 


02).

Of the select group, Cain reported the highest spend- 
ing, $77,109.46, and Mansfield the lowest, $1,240.58. 


LEAST COSTLY SENATE RACES 


Price Daniel (D Tex.) reported the lowest expendi- 
tures among the candidates. The general election cost 
him $3.01 ($1.33 for postage and $1.68 for stamps). Of 
the candidates that reported, eight said they did not spend 
a cent in the general elections. Five of the eight non- 
spenders won their races. They were William F. Know- 
land (R Calif.), J. Glenn Beall (R Md.), Charles E. Potter 
(R Mich.), Dwight Griswold (R Neb.) and John C. Stennis 
(D Miss.). 
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Republican candidates won 23 seats at a cost of 
$453,778.35, and Democratic contenders were winners 
in 12 contests and spent a total of $269,427.65. 


COSTLY HOUSE RACES 


In the ten costliest races for House seats 20 candi- 
dates reported to the Clerk of the House that they spent a 
combined total of $201,837.23.

In six of the races incumbents were returned. They 
were Sidney Yates (D II1.), Wayne Hays (D Ohio), E. L. 
Bartlett (D Alaska), Augustine B. Kelley (D Pa.), Herman 
P. Eberharter (D Pa.) and James Devereux (R Md.). 


Two incumbents were defeated, Richard B. Vail (R 
Ill.) and Harmar Denny (R Pa.). Eberharter and Denny, 
both members of the 82nd Congress, were opponents in 
the 1952 election because of redistricting in Pennsylvania. 


Devereux, with $18,265.96, reported the highest 
amount spent by the winners. Al Canwell (R Wash.), 
with a reported spending of $22,296.16, beat Devereux 
out by $4,030.20 for the highest spending title and, of 
course, was the highest spender to lose a race. 


Not among the first ten, but close enough to it to 
merit attention, was the Southern Congressional race 
between winner Charles R. Jonas (R N.C.) and Hamilton 
C. Jones (D N.C.), the defeated incumbent. 


Jonas reported spending $8,582.39, and Jones 
$3,751.35, for a total of $12,333.74. 


Jonas’ father, Charles A. Jonas, was the last Re- 
publican elected to Congress from the 10th District. 


The occasion was the Southern revolt against Alfred 
E. Smith, 1928 Democratic Presidential candidate. 


The elder Jonas served in the 71st Congress.

SENATE CANDIDATES’ CONTRIBUTIONS, SPENDING 


This is a state-by-state summation of reports filed with the Office 
of the Senate Secretary by candidates for Senate seats in the 1952 elec - 
tion. Write-in candidates are included only if they filed reports. 


Of the 105 candidates, other than write-in candidates, 66 filed 
reports. 


Some candidates reported that committees for their election handled 
all or part of their funds. In these and other cases reports apparently 
were made only to state officials and, in a few cases, to the Privileges 
and Elections Subcommittee of the Senate Rules and Administration 
Committee. Such filings were not available to CQ, so these totals are 
only partial ones. 


Candidates and their election committees reported to the Senate 
Secretary total spending of $723,206. 

Of this, Republicans spent $453,778.35. 

And Democrats reported $269,427.65. 
(Note: No conciusions should be drawn as to apparent violation of spending 
limits by any individuals listed in this report. See explanation, page 939.) 


ARIZONA 
Barry T. Goldwater (R) -- received $19,206.94; spent $9,825.34. 
Goldwater stated the expenditures included $4,061.90 in spending 
for personal services not required in the report. 


Ernest W. McFarland (D) -- received $3,500; spent $8,588.34. 

McFarland stated a $3,000 contribution from the Democratic Sena- 
torial Campaign Committee was received through the Mc Farland for 
Senator Club. 


CALIFORNIA: 


William F. Knowland (R) -- received $.00; spent $.00. 

Know land notified the Secretary of the Senate he had received both 
the Democratic and Republican nominations for re-election in the pri- 
mary and had neither received nor spent funds in the general election. 


Reuben W. Borough (Independent -Progressive) candidate did not 
file reports.

William A. Purtel! (R) (long term) -- received $.00; spent $5,210.16. 

Purtell said that a $2,500 contribution by the National Republican 
Senatorial Committee was given to the Purtell-for-Senator Committee 
and the Committee reported it to the Connecticut Secretary of State and 
the Senate Elections Subcommittee. 


William Benton (D) (long term) -- received $.00; spent $2,876.48. 

Benton reported that all campaign contributions had been turned 
over to the Committee for the Re-election of Sen. Benton and the Com - 
mittee was to file with the Connecticut Secretary of State as required 
under Connecticut law. The reported expenses, he said, were personal 
and were used for public relations and other services. 


Vivien Kellems (Independent Republican) and Jasper Mc Levy (Social - 
ist) were candidates for the office. Neither filed reports. 


Prescott Bush (R) (short term) -- received $.00; spent $2,000 (ap- 
proximately). 

Bush reported his campaign expenses were borne by the Republican 
State Central Committee and to a minor extent by the Bush for Senator 
Committee. Personal expenses which need not have been reported were 
estimated at $2,000. All contributions, he said, were turned over to the 
Bush for Senator Committee. 


Abraham A. Ribicoff (D) (short term) --received $1,610; spent 91,610. 


William H. Taft (Socialist), a candidate for the office, did not file a 
report.

A Federal grand jury indictment against him 
for mail fraud was made public Oct. 17. Booth filed a preliminary re- 
port only.

An $18,852.42 
expenditure was listed erroneously in his preliminary report, he said, 
and was not included in the total by Congressional Quarterly, The sum 
reportedly was spent by the Mahoney for U.S, Senate Campaign Commit - 
tee. Mahoney said the expenditures listed were made by himself prior 
to Oct. 24, 1952.

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HOUSE CANDIDATES’ CONTRIBUTIONS, sgcceameed 


Nine hundred and forty-two candidates were contenders for 435 
House seats and three delegate positions in the 83rd Congress. 


At least 853 of the candidates ‘iled with the Clerk of the House 
some or all of the camovaign svending and contribution reports required 
under the Federal Corrug Practices Act. They reported total spending 
of $1.9 million, and a total contribution of $1.6 million. These totals 
were computed by Congressional Quarterly. 


The list which follows contains total contributions and expenditures 
during the 1952 camnaign of candidates who reported under the Act to 
the Clerk of the House. 


For each Congressional! district, the election winner is listed first. 
The chart includes all candidates except those who received write-in 
votes but did not report. Write-in candidates were listed if they filed 
a report. 


Column 1 -- The first column of figures in the listings is of contri- 
butions, and includes all money given to the candidate’s campaign whict 
he reported to the House File clerk. 


Column 2 -- All itemized spending as reported by the candidate is 
listed in this column. 


Column 3 -- All unitemized spending as reported by the candidate 
is listed in this column. 


Column 4 -- This column was compiled by Congressional Quarterly 
by adding the itemized and unitemized snending figures. In some cases, 
candidates entered the same figure in both columns, apparently intend- 
ing to indicate that it represented their total spending. Congressional 
Quarterly did not add these identical figures but took the repeated figure 
as the candidate's total. 


Under terms of the Act candidates are required to file preliminary 
reports (not less than 10 nor more than 15 days before elections) and 
final reports (within 30 days after elections). Unless state laws pre- 
scribe a smaller amount, they are restricted to itemized expenditures 
of $2,500 or the sum obtained by multiplying by three cents the total 
votes cast in the preceding general election, not exceeding $5,000. 
Major itemized expenditures usually were for billboards, newspaper 
advertising and radio and television broadcasting for which expendi- 
tures are limited under the Federal Corrupt Practices Act. Unitemized 
(and unlimited) expenditures include those for travel, paper, postage 
and distribution of letters and circulars, among others, and are speci- 
ficaily excluded from the spending limitations. (Note: No conclusions 
should be drawn as to apparent violation of spending limits by any in- 
dividuals listed in this report. See explanation, page 939.)

The groups may, however, extend aid through contributions to official 
state organizations and by direct participation, through speakers and 
advertising. 


For the following listing Congressional! Quarterly included only 
contributions to the candidates and/or committees working for them. 
The total is listed opposite the name of the candidate. 


The states, districts and names of candidates, with the Republicans 
following directly after the district numbers, are listed first. Column 1 
shows combined total contributions by the National Republican Campaign 
Committee to candidates and their committees. Column 2 lists total 
contributions by the Democratic Congressional Committee to candidates 
and their committees. 


Column 3 shows contributions by 10 labor groups to the candidates. 
Where the labor groups made ‘‘Congressional contributions’’ to be ex- 
pended by a state affiliate, Congressional Quarterly assumed that such 
funds were to be spent in the Congressional races of the affiliate’s state. 
In such cases the contributions are listed opposite the name of the states. 
Where contributions were specifically reported as to candidates, they are 
listed opposite the name of the candidates in Column 3. Labor contributed 
to the campaigns of five Republican candidates.

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STATE AND FEDERAL SPENDING LIMITS 


Something is wrong with the Corrupt Practice Act of 
1925. That fact has been long recognized and following 
every election a raft of editorials, speeches and bills 
blossoms out bemoaning, criticizing or offering correct- 
ive measures to close the loopholes in the sieve-like 
Act, 


Sen. Thomas C, Hennings, Jr. (D Mo.) June 10 said 
in a Senate speech ‘‘there is at present no effective 
limitation on expenditures in federal Congressional 
elections.’’ 


HIGHER FIGURES PROPOSED 


Hennings and cosponsors Sens. Carl Hayden (D Ariz.) 
and Robert C. Hendrickson (R. N.J.) introduced a bill 
(S 2081) that would, among other things, increase the 
maximum amount that might be spent for Senate and 
House candidates from the present limitations of 
$25,000 and $5,000, respectively, in general elections, 
to $250,000 and $25,000, respectively, with the amounts 
applicable to primary and general elections separately. 


The ‘‘realistic’’ spending limits provided in the bill 
would have restrictions not now present in the federal 
law. 


Candidates would be required to include not only 
their own expenditures but also funds spent in their 
behalf by committees, 


They would also have to report spending for personal 
items, travel, subsistence, stationery, printing and 
mailing, circular distribution and telephone and tele - 
graph services. 


STRICTER STATE LAWS PREVAIL 


Tae accompanying chart includes legal limits appli- 
cable during the 1952 elections, calculated by Congress- 
ional Quarterly according to federal law, and state limits 
for general or special elections, Federal spending limits 
do not include costs for primaries, Where the state law is 
Stricter, the federal law, by its own terms, gives way. 


Eighteen states have laws to control campaign 
spending. Montana, New Hampshire, New Mexico, North 
Dakota, Oregon, West Virginia and Wisconsin have limits 
lower than the federal limits, but exemptions might per - 
mit large expenditures. 


West Virginia, for example, limits spending to $75 
for each county. The limit would permit Senatorial 
candidates to spend $3,925 during a campaign ($75 for 
each of 55 counties) while the candidates for the House 
office in the smallest district in the state (four counties) 
would be entitled to spend $300. 


The West Virginia law, however, does not include ex- 
penditures for printed matter, radio broadcasting, adver - 
tisements, travel expenses, conveying voters to and from 
the polls or publishing information on political issues or 
candidates. 


SEVERAL EXEMPTIONS PROVIDED 


The federal law, in turn, exempts cost of travel, paper, 
postage, and writing or printing other than for use on 
billboards or in newspapers, distribution of letters, 
circulars, etc., telegraph or telephone services, primary 
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election costs, spending by campaign committees work- 
ing without the candidate’s ‘‘knowledge or consent’’ and 
state and national committee spending in a candidate’s 
campaign. 


Expenditures for newspaper space, radio and TV 
time are not exempt under the federal law. 


The federal law bases the spending limit on the total 
vote polled by all candidates for a given office in the 
most recent election. 


METHOD USED FOR FIGURES 


CQ used the following method to get the unofficial] 
spending limits (there being no official limits available) 
shown in the chart starting on the next page: 1. The 
vote total in the 1950 election for each state and district 
was obtained; 2. CQ applied the formula of three cents 
a vote specified in the law. 


‘‘Previous vote’’ totals for districts created out of 
the reapportionment on the basis of the 1950 census-- 
the law makes no provision for figuring the limits for 
new districts--were obtained by adding the previous vote 
in each county composing the new districts. 


This was not possible for some 50 new urban districts 
which involved the shifting of parts of counties. With 
most of them, however, the vote probably would be fairly 
large, making the applicable spending limit at or near 
the maximum. 


What Chart Shows 


The chart shows the following: 


1. State laws applicable to general or special 
elections, 


2. Congressional districts. In the 32 states where 
elections were held for full Senate terms, data for the 
Senatorial campaign limit is shown following the designa - 
tion ‘‘full term’’. In three states where unexpired terms 
were at stake the information is entered after the desig- 
nation ‘‘short term’’. 


3. The total number of votes cast for the office in 
the 1950 election. 


4. The spending limit for each office. 


Spending limits for House candidates were $2,500 or 
an amount equal to three cents for each vote cast for all 
the House candidates in the district in the 1950 election 
up to $5,000. 


Spending limits for Senatorial candidates were $10,000 
or an amount equal to three cents for each vote cast in the 
1950 election, up to $25,000. 


Districts marked with asterisks were newly created. 
CQ estimated their ‘‘previous vote’’ total. Where new 
districts have the same boundaries as old districts, the 
old number is shown in parentheses.

COMPILATION PROBLEMS 


The task of compiling the information on spending 
for the 1952 Congressional campaign, as tabulated in 
this issue, presented many difficulties for the staff of 
Congressional Quarterly. They included: 


1. For many weeks, with the change in party control 
resulting in new officials in many offices, no reports 
were available for inspection. 


2. The reports are extremely voluminous, making it 
necessary to read scores of pages of figures in many 
cases to obtain those needed for the various tables. 


3. Many candidates filled out their reports im- 
properly; some filed only a preliminary or only a final 
report; some gave the same figure for itemized and for 
unitemized expenditures, when it appeared they intended 
to report only one category; some put figures in the 
wrong places for proper totaling; some reports were 
difficult to decipher; some candidates put explanations 
for their totals on inside pages of their reports and 
neglected to mention the explanations where the totals 
appeared; etc. 


In making the compilations, CQ attempted in every 
way possible to figure out what was intended by those 
filing the reports. When exceptions were noted or ex- 
planations made they have been included in the listings 
wherever possible. All totals have been double checked. 
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LEGAL SPENDING LIMITS 


Because of the factors cited above, and for added 
reasons listed below, no conclusions should be drawn as 
to apparent violation of spending limits by individuals 
listed in the tabulations. 


Candidates who may appear to have exceeded the 
legal limits probably have supplied incorrect information 
inadvertently,or not given complete information as to 
activities of committees in their behalf, Or it is possible 
that they noted such information in their reports, but did 
not place it with their totals and it was overlooked by CQ 
staff members checking the documents. 


Before any judgment is made concerning possible 
excess of the legal limit a further study should be made 
of the individual report involved, 


MISSING LINKS 


Although the figures contained in CQ’s tabulations 
represent the best obtainable summary of the reports 
filed with Congress on 1952 spending in the campaigns 
for the Senate and House, there still are items missing 
from the complete picture of what was reported spent. 


Some individuals and groups filed reports only with 
states, and not with Congress; some others filed reports 
with Congressional committees, and these were not avail- 
able for checking to see if they duplicated the reports 
filed with the Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of the 
House or whether they contained additional figures.

Twenty-one Senatorial candidates received financial 
aid directly from the labor groups, and eight were win- 
ners. One of the recipients was a Republican, William 
Langer of North Dakota. Other Senatorial candidates 
may have received aid through state groups which re- 
ceived funds from the parent organizations earmarked 
for ‘‘Senatorial campaigns.’’ 


Three labor-supported Democratic incumbents, 
Dennis Chavez (N.M.), Harley M. Kilgore (W.Va.) and 
John O. Pastore (R.I.) were returned to office along 
with Langer. Five Democratic incumbents were defeat- 
ed. They were Joseph C. O’Mahoney (Wyo.), William 
Benton (Conn.), Blair Moody (Mich.), Ernest McFarland 
(Ariz.) and Thomas R. Underwood (Ky.). Four labor - 
backed Democrats replaced incumbent Republicans. 
They were Henry M. Jackson (Wash.), Mike Mansfield 
(Mont.), Stuart Symington (Mo.) and John F. Kennedy 
(Mass.). 


The ten labor groups gave financial support directly 
to 80 House candidates, including five Republicans. They 
were Jacob K. Javits (N.Y.), Homer Angell (Ore.), John 
B. Bennett (Mich.), Hugh D. Scott (Pa.) and Gardner R. 
Withrow (Wis.). 


Forty-two of the labor-supported candidates won 
their races, including the five Republican candidates 
who received labor aid. Eight members of the 82nd 
Congress (all Democrats) who received support were de- 
feated. Nine of the successful labor-backed candidates 
were newly chosen Members of Congress. 


SPENDING REPORTS LAW 


Not since 1925 when the Act requiring reports on 
Congressional spending was passed has there been a 
word of praise from Congress concerning the effective- 
ness of the legislation in carrying out its avowed inten- 
tion of controlling to some degree campaign expenditures 
and contributions. 


During election years each primary starts a mur- 
mur of protest about the excessive expenditures in 
campaigns. By and shortly after each election the pro- 
tests reach a peak--and shortly thereafter subside. A 
few Congressmen offer bills to tighten the federal laws 
and Congressional committees conduct investigations 
and recommend that they be changed. 
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Dr. James K. Pollock, political science professor 
at the University of Michigan, Dec. 3, 1952, told a 
House elections investigating committee that Congres- 
sional committees had been probing campaign expendi- 
tures and contributions for 30 years and ‘‘discouragingly 
enough one finds in their reports a constant repitition 
of the same ideas and recommendations that are never 
acted upon by Congress.”’ 


Pollock added he had acquired a ‘‘geologic sense of 
time’’ about remedial elections legislation -- geologic 
measures of time usually round the years off to the 
nearest million. 


WHAT’S WRONG WITH LAW 


What is wrong with the law as it stands? It hasa 
number of obvious loopholes through which, as one po- 
litical writer put it, one could ‘‘drive a four-horse 
team.’’ Here are the major ones rounded up by CQ: 


1. There is no federal legislation regulating pri- 
mary or nominating convention costs. In a number of 
states preliminary expenditures exceed those for gen- 
eral elections. 


2. Expenditures for travel, subsistence, stationery, 
postage, printing and personal services are specifically 
exempt from expenditure limitations under the present 
law. A candidate could conceivably carry on an expen- 
sive mail and whistle-stop campaign without exceeding 
the spending limits set by law. 


3. There are no restrictions on the amounts spent 
by friends, official and unofficial political organiza - 
tions, business associates and other interested groups. 
Here again large sums could be expended on behalf of 
a candidate and the record book would show nothing. 


4. There are no restrictions or reports necessary 
as to the number of organizations supporting a particu- 
lar candidate. Among other things, this permits a 
contributor to stay within the legal limit of one $5,000 
contribution per group and still allows him to contri- 
bute as much as he likes or can afford to any one 
campaign. 


What happens to the candidate whose expenditures, 
in the eyes of Congress, reflect an attempt to buy an 
office? The Senate has answered on three occasions, 
in one case seating the man under fire. 


Truman H. Newberry (R Mich.) was elected to the 
Senate in 1918 after a disclosure that approximately 
$195,000 had been spent on behalf of his candidacy, 
especially in the primaries. The Michigan law limited 
primary spending to $3,750. Newberry’s right toa 
seat was challenged in the Senate for corrupt and illegal 
practices inthe primaries. After a protracted dispute 
in the courts and in the Senate he was seated, although 
a resolution was adopted saying ‘‘such expenditures’”’ 
are ‘‘severely condemned and disapproved.’’ 


In 192€ Frank L. Smith (R Ill.) and William S. Vare 
(R Pa.) were elected to the Senate. More than $253,000 
was alleged to have been spent on behalf of Smith’s 
election and a Senate committee reported that $785,000 
had been spent for Vare in the primaries. The Senate 
refused to seat either.
